J. 1 ndvised(__ »nd_ [that the Agency had 

thoroughly reconsidered Its Tr.voTvernent in cubcldizfng Raua' defense, 
Including not only the question of legal fees and expenses but ftleo the 
matter of the $110,000 judgment; and thet v/s were prepared to 
assume full responsibility for all costs incurred. I emphasized that 
cur only requirement was that this matter be finalized as soon as 
possible nt the minimum cost possible and that they keep un currently 
advised of developments, In addition, they were told thst they vrero 
free to nogotlnto a settlement under ouch tomu as they considnred 
appropriate la the circumstances, eubject, cf courer, to our prior 
approval. With regard to tha payment of Lhe bill for legal ocrvdccs 
which to date amount to $10,900,. (hoy wero advised that this could 
bu paid now or at tho conclusion of the case, at their option. 
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\ were nlco told that Juotico (Mr, 
Fardleyrfind buggeeteiTthat If ffaus wero questioned regarding the 
source of hi a information, he chould b« advised to decline to answer 
on tho-prounde that nn answer would subject hlrojo criminal 
prosecution pursuant to Section 798 of Title 10. J agreed 
with mo that that section does not appear to bo relevant 'to' the 
problem. Furthermore, he was of tho opinion that for Hsus to 
rely on the Fifth would have an advorso reaction on the jury. 1 
agreed to arrange an early meeting with Justice so that the specifics 
of its Intervention and the differences In tactics could be more fully 
explored.
